4. Each of your members will re- 
ceive the paper, mailed individually, 
for one year. 

5. As your Council gains addi- 
tional members during the year, their 
flames may be added as subscribers, 
in lists of not less than 10, at $1 each. 

6. The expiration date will be the 
Same for all your members—one year 

the month your Council’s 
subscriptions begin — to save high 
Clerical and individual handling costs. 

7. Renewal will be handled through 
Your local secretary or treasurer. Your 
Members will not be billed from this 


8. It is recommended that $1 of 








each member's local dues be allo- 
cated for this purpose. 

9. This new policy is not retro- 
active. 

10. Individual subscriptions are 
still $2 per year.

The Georgia Legislature, in a history-making move, has acted to start impeach- 
ment proceedings against six justices of the United States Supreme Court. Named in 
the charges were Chief Justice Warren, and Associate Justices Black, Clark, Douglas, 


Frankfurter and Reed. 


Passed by the Legislature and signed by Governor Marvin Griffin, the Reso- 
lution of Impeachment requests Georgia’s Congressmen to institute impeachment 
proceedings in the United States House of Representatives. 

Under Rules of the House, impeachment proceedings are high privilege, and take 
precedence over other business, including pending “civil rights” force bills.

3. In adjudging that William 
Schneiderman, “a proven avowed a 
ardent communist could be ‘attached 
to principles of the United States 
Constitution’ and, therefore, not sub- 
ject to denaturalization and deporta- 
tion although at the same time ‘at- 
tached to the principles of the Com- 
munist Manifesto,” Black, Reed and 
Douglas, with two deceased former 
justices, “effectively repealed and 
nullified a constitutional law enacted 
by Congress for the protection of 
this country against its enemies and 
in doing so gave aid and comfort to 
the greatest enemy the United States 
has ever had.”

I. THE SOUTHERN STATES = 


The United States of America is your country, and it has forty-eight 
states in it. The forty-eight states are grouped into several big sections, or 
parts, On your map you can find the Northern states, the Eastern states, 
the Western states, and Southern states. Georgia, Florida, South and 
North Carolina, Virginia, Alabama, Tennessee, Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, 
and Mississippi are some of the Southern states. You: will see that they are 
all right together when you study your map. 


MANY AMERICAN LEADERS WERE SOUTHERNERS 


Many of you probably think you live in South America because you 
say you come from the South. But Southerners, or the people from the South, 
are from “South United States,” and not from South America at all. Some 
of America’s greatest and most beloved leaders were Southerners, just as 
you are. 


EARLY AMERICA WAS RULED BY ENGLAND 


These Southern men had much to do with making our we pes | free and 
strong. When America was a young nation, or country, it had only thirteen 
states. These states were between the Atlantic Ocean and the Appalachian 
Mountains. When you look at your map, you will see that our country 
today is much bigger. The thirteen young states were not free as they 
are today. They belonged to England, which is a country on the other 
side of the Atlantic Ocean. Whenever the people wanted to do something 
back in our early history, they had to ask the King of England first. If the 
King didn’t want them to do something, he just said “No, you can’t do it.” 
And they had to mind him, or he would punish them. 


SOUTH LED THE WAY TO FREEDOM 


Now, the early Americans got tired of being told what-to do by a 
King in a —- country. They wanted to be free and to make their own 
laws. We Southerners were especially tired of the old King of England and 
his laws. So when men from all thirteen states began meeting together and 
talking over their problems, many Southem men took the lead to win 
freedom for America against England. 


PATRICK HENRY WAS A SOUTHERNER 


Patrick Henry, A Southerner, who came from Virginia made a 
against the King of England and said to other Americans, “Give me 
(freedom) or give me death!” Patrick Henry was a brave man to say that 
in those days. The old king might very well have put him in jail or had 
him killed. But the brave Southerner said he would rather be free than be a 
slave to any King. 


OUR FOREFATHERS WON OUR FREEDOM

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Facts Belie Claim That Negro Is 
Denied College Education In South 


“An American Dilemma,” the work 
quoted by the U. S. Supreme Court 
in its 1954 school-segregation decision, 
is now available in a low-priced pa- 
perback edition. As a book influential 
enough to affect Supreme Court 
thinking, it deserves to be read. 

Reading it is a shock. This sup- 
posedly scientific, unbiased work, 
where the South is concerned, is about 
as unbiased as Time Magazine. 

It is simply a piece of smear-jour- 
nalism. It relies heavily on the smear- 
journalism technique of misrepresen- 
tation. Facts stated are either inac- 
curate or presented so as to give a 





misleading impression. 

“An American Dilemma” has a 
great deal to say about Southern 
schools, all bad. The faults of ele- 
mentary schools for Negroes are stated 
in copious detail. As for higher edu- 
cation, it is said that “only few Ne- 
groes go to high school and still fewer 
attend public colleges. Southern Ne- 
groes who want a decent education 
and can afford it go to private col- 


leges. 
SLIPPERY FELLOWS 
These sociologists are slippery fel- 
lows. From the passage above a 
reader would Contdlode that in the 


South higher education is denied all 
but a small minority of Negroes while 
elsewhere in the nation cap and gown 
are within reach of all. 


Each September the NAACP’s pub- 
lication Crisis, prints a roundup 
on “The Negro in College” for the 
previous school year.

Key Words As Weapons 


There is an extremely important phase of the current. war against 
States’ Rights, personal freedom and racial integrity which needs to be 
understood by our people - yet it is probably not exaggeration to say that 
few suspect its eixstence. 

That phase is the vital role of key words as weapons. 

By this, we do not mean simply a “war of words.” We mean the 
deliberate and careful planting of emotionally loaded words by the op- 
position, so that the resulting growth of such symbols can be cultivated 
in such a way as to bring about the collective attitudes desired. 

While we were going about our daily affairs during the 1930's, 1940's 
and early 1950's, the opposition was busily acquiring a commanding position 
in national communication media. Thus, a wide field has been available 
for the use of these word-symbol techniques of psychological warfare. 

The most obvious and recent example of this technique is the deliberate 
change made in the CITIZENS’ COUNCILS’ name by certain writers and 
commentators to “WHITE” CITIZENS’ COUNCILS. Why was the capi- 
talized “WHITE” added to the title? The reason, apparent to observers 
of their methods, is to make the CITIZENS’ COUNCILS appear to the 
public mind as groups of wild-eyed racists and fanatical extremists, instead 
of representing a true cross section of community attitudes toward race 
relations, as they do. The. deliberate error is often innocently picked up 
and spread, even sometimes by those it is intended to harm. 

In general, the use of words as weapons, or “guided missles” as it 
were, by those who intend to change our society beyond recognition, is 
intended to convey the impression that all virtue resides with those who 
would force everyone to inter-mix, while all sin resides with those who 
do not care to be forced to inter-mix. 

Notice this method at work in the kidnapping of these words as the 
exclusive property of Race-Mixers . . . liberal, brotherhood, Christian love, 
“men of good will”, human rights, civil rights, tolerance, broad-minded, 
“law of the land”, human relations, etc., etc. 

The words which are daily assigned to us are . . . reactionary, hate- 
mongers, hysterical, bias, bigotry, segregationists (like an epithet), Jim 
Crow-ism, lily white-ism, Dixie-cratism, prejudice, discrimination, extremist, 
racist, fanatic, etc., etc. 

Space limitation forbids, but a good case could be made that in 
most instances the foregoing words are used in exactly opposite relation 
to their real meaning. 

It will be noted by the impartial reader that these words are emotional 
slogans. Any connection with reality is purely unintentional.

Nation’s Integrated Showcase 
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A Sinister Situation 


We believe that the vast majority of white people in this nation have 
absolutely no conception of the size and intensity of the campaign being 
carried on in the Negro newspapers and slick magazines for social inter- 
ningling of the races. 

Pick up almost any issue of one of the Negro or “confidential type” 
illustrated slicks from the news-stands. You are in for a course in incitement 
to racial inter-marriage that overlooks few tricks of photography or lurid 
prose to stimulate the Negro reader. 

Among the less lurid publications, there is a constant preoccupation 
with the adjustment problems of interracial couples (in the majority of cases 
the wife is white and the husband Negro) in a “bigoted” and “intolerant” 
neighborhood. The mulatto children come in for their full share of the 
treatment. Pictorial studies leave little to the imagination. 

Among the more lurid publications, scantily clad white girls are pic- 
tured dancing with Negroes, marrying Negroes, and in various intimate 
poses with Negroes. 

One’s natural tendency would be to dismiss the matter as just another 
play of hucksterism—this time in the field of racial deviation. 

However, when one realizes these publications have an enormous cir- 
culation, and when one observes the avid purchase by young Negroes, the 
whole subject takes on a sinister as well as an unwholesome flavor. 





Facts Belie The Claim 


Much has been said about ‘racial discrimination” in American 
education and how its brings about criticism and distrust of the 
United States. The truth is that the Negro has more opportunity 
here than anywhere on earth. 

In the British Isles, according to the Pittsburgh (Negro) Cour- 
ier, less than 60,000 persons attended college classes despite Britain's 
50 million population. “In the United States,’ the Pittsburgh paper 
points out, the 1954 college census showed a total of 75,000 Negro 
collegians—most of whom attend college in the Southern states.

(Continued from Page: 1) 
chusetts, adopted by the Congress, 
approved by numerous Presidents, af- 
firmed and reaffirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
and practiced by states for more than 
a century. 

“It based such decisions on matters 
of fact as to which the parties affect- 
ed were not given an opportunity to 
offer evidence or cross-examine “the 
witnesses against them and in so do- 
ing deprived the parties of due pro- 
cess of law. 

“It cited as authority for the as- 
sumed and asserted facts the unsworn 
writings of men, one of whom was 
the hireling of an active participant 
in the litigation. Others were af- 
filiated with organizations declared 
by the Attorney General of the 
United States to be subversive. 

“In reaching its conclusion the Su- 
preme Court has disregarded its form- 
er pronouncements and attempted to 
justify such action by the expedient 
of imputing ignorance of psychology 
to men whose knowledge of the law 
and understanding of the constitution 
could not be impugned. 

“In rendering said decision said 
Justices violated the Constitution of 
the United States, committed high 
crimes and misdemeanors and gave 
aid and comfort to the communist 
enemies of the United States. Some 
of the applicable provisions of the 
Constitution thus violated include 
Article I, Sections 1, 7 and 8, the 
whole of Article III, Article IV, Sec- 
tion 3, Article VI, and Sections 3 and 
5 of the 14th Amendment, the 5th, 

and 1 Amendments of the 
Constitution.” 

5. In Bolling vs. Sharpe the justices

DEFINITION OF 
A “SCALAWAG” 


“Originally applied to scrub cat- 
tle brought from Scalloway, in the 
Shetland Islands. An undersized, 
scraggy, ill fed animal; used to 
designate a worthless, good-for- 
nothing, or contemptible fellow; a 
scamp; a scapegrace. word 
was used in the Southern United 
States, during the period of Re- 
construction (1865 to 1870 and 
later), in an almost specific sense, 
being opprobriously applied by the 
opponents of the Republican party 
to native Southerners who acted 
with that party, as distinguished 
from carpet-bagger, a Republican 
of Northern origin.” — (Century 
Dictionary.) 














Justices Frankfurter and Black sup- 
ported the unlawful action of Justice 
Douglas, thereby using their judicial 
offices to give aid and comfort to the 
communist enemy.” 
CRITICIZE CONVICTION 
OF COMMUNISTS 

9. In cases involving leading Com- 
munist Party organizers in the United 
States, Justices Reed and Frankfurter 
dissented and criticised the majority 
opinion of the Court affirming the 
conviction and sentence of the Com- 
munists, “by assigning the specious 
reason that the prosecution of said 
defendents for organizing the Com- 
munist Party in the United States for 
the purpose of overthrowing by force 
the Government of the United States 
and its Constitution was a violation 
of freedom of speech. Thereb: = 
tices Reed and Frankfurter u: ir 
high judicial offices to give aid and 
comfort to the Communist enemy.” 

NATURAL GAS REGULATION 

10. “Usurped powers reserved to 
the states and expressly declined by 
Congress” in holding “contrary to the 
plain meaning of the Constitution and 
the intent clearly and carefully ex- 
pressed in the applicable Act of Con- 
gress that the Natural Gas Act ap- 
plied to the local production and 
storage of natural gas for sale an 
subjected such activity to regulation 
by the Federal Power Commission.” 


STATE LAWS AGAINST 
TREASON 


11. “Justices of the Supreme Court 
Warren, Black, Frankfurter, Douglas 
and - Clark legislated, held and ad- 
judged, contrary to the Constitution 
and the plain intendment of the ap- 
plicable Act of Congress and in viola- 
tion of Article IV, Section 2 of the

ly recognizing the power and right 
of the States to prosecute for treason, 
felony or other crime, that the State 
of Pennsylvania could not prosecute 
the defendent Communist for sedition 
under state law, and nullified all state 
laws against treason and ition,

reservations and within their inherent 
aay powers to impose regulations 
or the security, peace and good ord- 
er in the State.” 


PROPERTY RIGHTS 


12. A majority of the Court held 
that “with respect to the Savannah 
River, a navigable stream, the fed- 
eral government not pay ripar- 
ian owners any compensation what- 
ever for a seizure of riparian rights 
... . Said ruling constitutes a prece- 
dent of such magnitude as to render 


all pro rights precarious, and 
the a. socialized prope 
inexpensive and convenient and hence 
nearer attainment.” 

13. The Court, following the rul- 
ing referred to above, held “that 
trees growing upon Louisiana land 
between the low and the high water 
mark of a river could be despotically 
appropriated by the United States 
Government to its own uses ‘without 
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incurring. liability’ to the owners of 
the land.” 


“FIFTH AMENDMENT” PUBLIC 
EMPLOYEES 

14. In holding that the City of 
New York, in well known Sloch- 
ower Case, had violated the Consti- 
tution by summarily discharging a 
public employee who had refu to 
answer questions relative to commun- 
istic activity by invoking the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution, the 
Court “revoked the prompt removal 
from a state school of a teacher whose 
influence was deemed by the school 
authorities to be inimical to the best 
interests of the studehts in such 
school. In so holding the court con- 
strued the due process clause of the 
Constitution to give to the federal 
courts the power to examine into the 
minute details of all administrative 
state action and to apply arbitrarily 
to such state action the personal con- 
cepts of the justices.of the Supreme 
Court rather than fixed principles of 
Constitutional law.” 


ABUSE OF FIFTH 
AMENDMENT 

15. In holding that Congress “in 
the exercise of investigative powers 
is powerless to obtain information 
from communists who claim the privi- 
lege against self-incrimination as set 
forth in the Fifth Amendment, al- 
though such Fifth Amendment privi- 
lege was specifically limited to 
‘criminal cases’ in the First Congress 
for the reason that traitors had claim- 
ed the privilege,” the effect of the 
decision “was to amend the Fifth 
Amendment by striking therefrom the 
words ‘in any criminal case,’ thus de- 
priving the Congress of a power spe- 
cifically reserved to it for the purpose 
of exposing treason.”

NEW STRATEGY 


Several bills aimed at further 
strengthening South Carolina’s posi- 
tion for social separation of the races 
have been introduced in the 1957 
session of the legislature. 

These bills would (1) close any 
school, under the state’s police pow- 
ers, which is integrated, (2) authorize 
tuition grants for attendance at pri- 
vate schools if necessary, (3) bar state, 
county and local police from aiding 
federal officers in making arrests or 
using South Carolina jails for pris- 
oners char, with opposing integra- 
tion activities, (4) provide punishment 
for unlawful promotion of litigation 
by any organization, and (5) require 
each NAACP chapter to file a list 
of members with the secretary of 
State. 


Legislation is also being drafted 
that proposes to place South Carolina 
in the lead in a southwide program 
whereby the various southern legis- 
latures would combine their resources 
and send personal representatives to 
visit non-southern legislatures in ses- 
sion this year. The purpose would be 
to enlist support for the preservation

A Mississippian has written the fol- 
lowing letter of protest which is self- 
explanatory: 

The President 

Johnson’s Wax Company 
Racine, Wisconsin 

Dear Sir: 

“Robert Montgomery Presents” has 
for sometime becn one of my favorite 
television programs, but after the one 
presented by your company on Mon- 
day night, February -18th, I believe 
it will now rate as one of the worst. 
I have seen lots of racially integrated 

rograms that were obnoxious to me 
ause I am a true Southerner who 
believes in protecting the integrity of 
our White race. You may call me a 
bigot or whatever you please; that is 
no concern of mine, but I firmly be- 
lieve that the social mixing of the 
races, as advocated in this play, will 
ultimately lead to mongrelization of 
the races. This point has been very 
well proven in several other countries 
where this practice has been followed. 

I know lots of people in the North, 
who do not know what the true story 
is, believe that Southerners mistreat 
people of the negro race, but with 
certain exceptions, this is not the case. 
I have many dealings, daily, with 
negroes and try to treat them just as 
fair as I treat white people. This is 
true with the vast majority of the 
southern white people. I respect them 
and I believe they respect me. Both 





races could stand some improvement, 
whether they live in the South or in 
the North. I firmly believe that if you 
would come to my town in Mississippi 
and live here for a period of three or 
four years, you would have the same 
view of this matter as we people 

here have. Of course, I don’t know 
what your views are on this subject, 
but naturally one must assume that 
if ye financially back a program, 
such as. the one presented Monday 
night, that they must agree with the 
type of propaganda that is set forth 
in such a program. I hope that I am 
wrong about this. 

If the poume of the North want to 
mingle socially, as this play sets forth 
then that is their business, but when 
a great company like yours pipes this 
sort of porn into Southern 
homes, then I think that is going too 
far in trying to force your ideas on 
our people. 

May I suggest that you give some 
consideration to the feelings of South- 
erm people in planning programs that 
you are going to present to: Southern 
audiences in the future, if I am not 
too presumptious in doing so.

Many of the local Citizens’ Coun- 
cils of Louisiana have taken a stand 
relative to the recent investigations by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
into activities of citizens of Louisi- 
ana, and have sent resolutions of pro- 
test to the Department of Justice in 
Washington, and to other appropriate 
officials. 

The empe tn 4 is typical of the 
resolutions which have been adopted, 
and reflect the growing displeasure 
of our le against the intrusion by 
the federal overnment into affairs 
reserved to the states and individual 
citizens thereof. 

WHEREAS it is fundamental law 
that each state has the authority to 
prescribe the qualifications of voters 
within that state, subject to the me 6 
exception that a citizen cannot be de- 
prived of the right to vote on account 
of color; 

AND WHEREAS any citizen of 
the State of Louisiana under our law 
has the right to challenge and test 
the qualifications of any other voter, 
which right contains no limitation as 
to color; 

AND WHEREAS certain citizens 
have availed themselves of this legal 
right and have been subjected to 
questioning and harrassment by repre- 
sentatives of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, some fifty-four of them 
having been summo from their 
homes to appear in the City of Mon- 
roe before a federal grand jury many 
miles from the places of their 
residence; 

AND WHEREAS the Department 
of Justice of the United States has 
never publicly stated just what fed- 
eral law these citizens are suspected 
of violating; 

AND WHEREAS a federal grand 
jury has no jurisdiction over citizens 
of a state in the absence of a sus- 
pected violation of a federal law; 

NOW, THEREFORE, Be it re- 
solved that the Board of Directors of 
the Haynesville Citizens’ Council on 
behalf of said Council demands that 
the Department of Justice of the 
United States forthwith publicly state 
to the citizenship of the State of 
Louisiana what federal law these citi- 
zens are. su ted of violating, and 
that until and unless a su ted vio- 
lation of a federal law is shown, that
